( i) a dependent as defined hereinafter ;

Home Guards who got injured /disabled while 
on duty / training . The maximum financial as 
sistance will be Rs. 1,500 / - lump sum . 

( iii ) One time grant to the Home Guards in 
distress situation , while on duty / training , sub 
ject to a maximum of Rs. 1,000 / - Iump sum ... 

( iv ) Monetary grant in deserving cases , to the 
children of deceased or disabled Home Guards 
for education purposes like purchasing of books , 
stationery , etc. upto a maximum of two children , 
to the maximum of Rs. 300 / - per child upto 
school level and Rs. 600 / - each to college level 
as one time lump sum grant . 

(v ) One time grant for marriage of daughters 
of deceased / disabled Home Guards who die / got 
disabled while on duty / training. 

(vi) Grant for the purpose of money earning 
devices and machine to the widow / family of 
deceased / disabled Home Guards for their live 
lihood, in deserving cases, subject to a maximum 
of Rs. 2,000 / - lump sum . 


( c ) “ duty " means a member of the Goa State 
Home Guards called up for đuty ( including train 
ing ) under the orders of Goa State Government/ 
: /Goa State Home Guards and Civil Defence Orga 
nisation . 


( d ) " fund ” means the Goa State Home Guards 
and Benevolent Fund . 


(b ) To provide funds for welfare activities in 
cluding welfare centre at the Home Guards units /

3. Sources of the fund . The fund shall be cons 
tituted of 

voluntary contribution by the volunteers of 
Home Guards Organisation at the rate of Re. 1 / 
per volunteer per month . 


( c ) To promote sports , cultural, educational, 
recreational activities ( including provisioning of 
information / recreational rooms and libraries in the 
Home Guards Units / Central Training Instituteſ:

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5. Administration of the fund . (a ) The mana 
gement of the fund shall vest in a Managing Com 
mittee consisting of the following officers and 
staff :

9. Remuneration of the members of the Managing 
Committee .

10. Provisioning of staff. The Head Clerk and 
ä L.D.C. from the Office of the Cömmandant General 
Home.

6 ( 2 ) The Managing Committee shall meet at least 
önce in 3 months or more often if necessary . 


( 3 ) In the meeting of Managing Committee , the 
Chairman shall exercise a casting of vote only when 
the members are equally divided in respect of con 
troversial issues. 


11. Accounts and Audit . -- Regular accounts shall 
be kept of all moneys belonging to the fund and shall 
be audited by the R.A.0 . The auditor shall certify 
that expenditure from the fund has been correctly 
incurred in accordance with the objects of fund . 


(4 ) A proceeding book shall be maintained by the 
Member Secretary , wherein all the minutes of the 
meeting shall be recorded . This book shall be pre 
served for 5 ( five) years and shall not be destroyed 
ünless ordered by the Chairman . A copy of the 
agenda of the meeting shall be circulated by the 
Member Secretary to all the members and the Chair 
man at least one week before the date of themeeting. 

(5 ) The accounts of the funds shall be maintained 
by the D.D.O. i. e . Deputy Controller (Civil Defence ) 
of Goa State Home Guards. 


12. Periodical reports. -- Annual Report, showing 
the schemes financed and number of beneficiaries 
under each scheme from the fund and the annual 
audited statement of account, shall be submitted to 
the State Government as well as to the Ministry of 
Home Affairs within six months of the close of the 
financial year .
